CHATPTER 6.

AN ACT to fix the terms of court for the Ninth
judicial circuit.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senale and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. The general terms of the circuit General term
courts for the Ninth judicial circuit shall be held iu ninth cir-
as follows: In the county of Adams on the third %'
Tuesday in January and the first Tuesday in June.

In the county of Columbia, on the second Tuesday
in May and the second Tucsday in December. In
the county of Dane, on the Monday after the first
Tuesday in April, the fourth Monday in June and
the second Monday in November, but no jury
shall be summoned for the term in June. In the
county of Juneau, on the first Tuesday in March
and the second Tuesday in October. Inthe county
of Marquette on the Tu<sday after the first Mon-
day in January and the second Tuesday in June.
Inthe county of Sauk on the third Tuesday in
March and on the third Tuesday in September.

SecrioN 2. Every general term in the counties cotumbta,
